any plan to have me act as inter- 
mediary in any Russia-Finnish ne- 
gotiations," Winant said. 


He added that he first had heard 


of the rumors when he read thd 
story of the Daily Mail's 
Stock- 


holm correspondent, 
one 
of the 


first newspapers to report the ru- 
mors and to mention Winant as a 
central figure in the negotiations.

feeling between

was predicted today by the Unit- 
ed States office of education for 
the term about to open, and the 
agency traced the cause to the 
Jow birth rate during: the depres- 
sion era. 


The office estimated the 1941- 


42 army of students would total 
31,5fl6,000, a decline of 160,000 from 
the 31,726,000 standing classes in 
the 1940-41 school year. 


A John W. Studebaker, U. S. com- 
Tmlssloner of education, said "this 
w"1 bo a critical year for Amer- 
Icar education. Schools will face 
new responsibilities growing out 
of national defense." The schools, 
he added; "will explain In more 
fl.etafJ the 
differences 
between 


dictatorships and democracies." 


The education office 
estimated 


the 
enrollment 
in elementary 


schools would drop to 20,707,000, 
or 210,000 under the last school 
year; that the kindergarten pop- 
ulation would show a 15,000 de- 
cline from

6-10,000 total of 
last year. 


High schools and colleges, how- 


ever, have not yet felt the 
full 


effects of the depression curtail- 
ment of births. 


The estimate for high school en- 


rollment was 7,334,000, compared 
with 7.234,000 In the 1940-41 term 
—up 100,000. In colleges a 25,000 
rlss was looked for, raising the 
enrollment to 1,450,000, Some edu- 
cators, however, said the figures 
were uncertain due to so many 
youths going Ino the armed ser- 
vices and into defens* industries.

cessive rains during planting and 
growing seasons and to a slight 
decrease in acreage. Insects also 
did considerable damage. 


Cotton Is spotted. In some sec- 


tions it is good, In others fair 
and in some poor. 


Corn, oats and other feed crops 


were not as good this year as 
they have been for the past two 
or three years when extra good 
crops were raised, but the feed 
crop is just about normal and is 
sufficient for the county. 


Price Is Higher 


Cotton prices are above 16 cents 


and if that price prevails the crop 
this year will be the most val- 
uable in several years, despite the 
slight reduction. At 16 cents per 
pound a 45,000 bale crop would 
bring 53,600,000 exclusive of the 
seed and government payments.

MILITARY INSURANCE 


What many of our emer- 


gency troops-in-training and 
their families do not seem 
to see clearly is that they 
are serving a very useful 
purpose, for their country 
and for thenjpelves. 


This is true even though 


we should never get, form- 
ally, into the war at all. 
Indeed, the chief reason for 
all this seemingly purpose- 
less drilling and marking 
time is to keep our army 
and nation out of war. The 
stronger our military forces 
are, and the more spirit and 
grasp of the situation they 
have, the less likely any 
other nation is to attack or 
provoke us. 


When the service men 


fully grasp the situation in 
the present world they may 
even conclude that they are 
probably saving time for 
themselves, as well as pro- 
tecting their country, and 
not merely marking time. If 
they were all released to go 
back to their jobs and grow 
rusty in their military train- 
ing, leaving the visible de- 
fense^ of the nation mostly 
in the hands of raw re- 
cruits, 
potential 
enemies 


who now avoid stepping on 
Uncle Sam's corns 
would 


start new 
deviltries 
that 


would probably compel us 
to fight. And if we ever do 
get into this war, it will 
take all the man-power we 
can muster, for a length of 
time that nobody can fore- 
see. 


It should ease the tedium 


and misgivings of training 
troops to realize that right 
now they are serving their 
country effectively. 


"I look to the day," said 


Queen Elizabeth in her re- 
cent 
speech, 
"when 
we 


ehall go forward hand in 
hand to build a better, a 
kinder and a happier world 
for our children," That's 
what it's all about, but the 
way is long and hard.

Germany makes greater 


demands on her women, as 
man-power wanes 
in 
the 


Reich. In addition to com- 
pulsory farm and 
factory 


work, young women are 
now 
being mobilized for 


"auxiliary war 
duty" of 


many kinds. It need cause 
no surprise if they are yet 
seen at the front 
before 


the war is over. 


There have been stories 


from Russia recently telling 
of feminine fighting units, 
and there somehow such an 
innovation causes less sur- 
prise. 


Britain is obviously mov- 


ing along the same lines. 
There is now what is frank- 
ly t e r m e d a ''woman's

substitution of new materials 
in the coming cars, say the 
manufacturers.

In others the plastics have 
been reinforced with spring 
steel and cast iron bushings. 
Some metal is still there, 
where most needed.

UNFAIR TO SEND CHILD TO 
SCHOOL UNLESS HE IS PHY- 


SICALLY FIT, SHE SAYS 


It is the responsibility of the 


parents to see that their children 
are ready school. It is not fair to 
the school or to the child to send 
him to school unless he is as phy- 
sically fit as lie can be made. It 
is advisable that every child, wheth- 
er 
he is a beginner or in high 


school, have a yearly medical ex- 
amination, and any defects found 
corrected. ''Parents are reminded 
that only a physical inspection and 
not a medical examination is pro- 
vided by the schools for the stu- 
dent. The school 
nurse 
or any 


member of the school system does 
not attempt to diagnose or pre- 
scribe under any consideration for 
any student. First Aid procedures 
are ably carried .qut in all of the 
schools by persons qualified to do 
so.Children with diseased tonsils 
should have them removed before 
school 
begins. 
Defective 
te«th 


should receive attention of th« fam- 
ily dentist. Every child should be 
immunized against diptheria and 
vaccinated against smallpox. Those 
children having 
defective 
vision 


should be treated 
or fitted with 


glasses before the added strain of 
school life is placed upon their 
eyes . 
Skin diseases should be cured, 


as no child with suspicious skin 
lesiort will be allowed to remain in 
school without a certificate from 
a physician stating said condition 
is not contagious. If no attempt 
to heal lesions is made, students 
may not bo permitted to remain 
in school.Other Suggestions . 


Any defects of eyelids, such as 


granulation, will require a doctor's 
approval that condition is not con- 
tagious. 
Children exposed to tuberculosis 


at any time will also be required to 
have a certificate. 
For the six-year-old, health hab- 


its, such as the necessary number 
of hours of sleep, balanced meals, 
and 
daily 
proper 
elimination, 


should be well established before 
starting to school. 


Much loss of time from school 


and much impairment to the child's 
health can be prevented by getting 
him ready for school during vaca- 
tion. 
The Corslcana public schools do 


• much toward the protection of the 


child's health after he starts to 
school and merit the co-operation 
of the parents in the health pro- 
gram.
